Mr. Vahram Gumuchian, a gem dealer of Turkish 
origin, moved to Belgium in the 1920s to pursue his 
career. His son Andre, following his father's advice, 
created trading offices in New York, Antwerp and 
Geneva. It was under Andre's leadership that the 
Gumuchian company earned a reputation for their 
coloured diamonds, of which he was fascinated. 
Assembled over a period of sixty-five years by three 
generations of the family, a significant collection 
of forty-one coloured diamonds was created: The 
Spectrum Collection'. 

At the time owned by A.V, Gumuchian, Inc. from 
New York and its parent company A.V. Gumuchdjian 
S.A from Antwerp, the Spectrum Collection was 
exhibited in the American Museum of Natural History 
at the opening of its Gem Hall in May 1979, until

The world's finest and most sought-after sapphires are those 
from the legendary mines of Kashmir. First discovered in 
1881 thanks to a providential landslide, the mines, located 
at 4.500 meters of altitude in the Himalayas' Kudi valley, 
produced many crystals of exceptional size and quality 
between 1882 and 1887. Their popularity and value were 
immediately recognised. As a result, the Maharajah at the time 
sent his troops to protect and control the Kashmir mines and 
prohibited private trading, leading to the end of its exploitation. 

Such sapphires rapidly found their way in exquisite jewellery, 
such as the bangle of lot 318. which was the property of 
Princess Marie von Hatzfeldt until her death in 1897. It was 
inherited by her son, Prince Hermann von Hatzfeldt. Prince 
von Hatzfeldt was a prominent figure, namely the Silesian 
president between 1894 and 1903. which would correspond 


to the current role of a state minister- president. He married 
Countess Nathalie von Benckendorff in 1872. who then wore 
the bracelet. Considered as family jewellery, it would remain 
the prince's possession, but was made available to his wife for 
the duration other life. She died in 1931. The piece was then 
handed down in a direct line within the succession of Hermann 
Fiirst von Hatzfeldt after his death in 1933, and remained until 
today exclusively in the Silesian branch of the princely family 
von Hatzfeldt. 

What elevates Kashmir sapphire above all others is the 
unique combination of a rich, intense blue colour, with a soft 
and velvety appearance.

Damien Collins, in his book Charmed Life, 

The Phenomenal World of Philip Sassoon , talked 
about the pearls; "Following his mother's death 
in 1909, Philip was given the string of pearls that 
Edward had presented to Aline on their wedding 
day, in expectation that he would one day give 


them to his own bride. Instead, he often kept them 
in his pocket, rubbing them occasionally - in order, 
he would tell his friends, 'to keep them alive'. 
Charlie Chaplin remembered him doing this when 
he stayed with him in 1921, and recalls it in his 
autobiography". 

Philip’s sister, Sybil, Countess of Rocksavage, 
later Marchioness of Cholmondeley, a style icon of 
the era, was painted by Sargent in 1923, wearing 
the necklace in Spanish costume. In due course 
she inherited it and then transformed if into two 
necklaces, one long single strand and the three row 
necklace offered in this sale. In a 1984 photograph 
of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II and the 
Marchioness of Cholmondeley, on the occasion of 
her 90th birthday, the Marchioness is wearing the 
present necklace. The necklace was left by Sybil to 
her daughter, Lady Aline Cholmondeley, thence by 
descent to the present owner.

OFTHE PRINCES DORIA PAMPHILJ 


THE DORIA PAMPHILJ LAND! FAMILY 

The illustrious family Doria Pamphilj, of ancient 
Genoese and Roman nobility, is the result of the 
union of two families, for centuries, protagonists of 
the great events of Italian history. 

Andrea Doria (1466-1560), commander of 
the papal fleet, and admiral of Emperor Charles 
V, liberator of Genoa, was for many years the 1J de 
facto " ruler of the Genoese Republic, to which 
he gave a new constitution and artistic splendor. 

In 1531 he received from Charles V. the Golden 
Fleece, and was appointed Prince of Melfi, an honor 
that passed to his heir and great-grand-nephew 
Giovanni Andrea I (1540-1606), a powerful figure 
in Genoa as head of the Spanish party and guide of 
the "old nobility". 

The fortunes and social affirmation of the 
Roman family of Pamphilj reached their zenith 
in 1644, when Cardinal Giovanni Battista (1574- 
1655) became Pope with the name of Innocent 
X. Prince Camillo Pamphilj (1622-1666), nephew 
of the Pope, in 1647 renounced his cardinalate 
in order to marry Princess Olimpia Aldobrandini, 
whose dowry included the palace in Via del Corso, 
which houses the Doria Pamphilj Gallery and 
today is still the Rome residence of the family. 
Camillo and Olimpia, keen patrons of all the 
arts, were responsible for acquiring the most 
important nucleus of paintings and sculptures 
preserved in the palace which include art works 
by Mattia Preti, Claude Lorrain and Gaspar 
Dughet, as well as a large number of works by 
Flemish masters. The superb portrait of Pope 
Innocent X by Velazquez, entered the Doria 
Pamphilj collection in these years together 
with the Pope's marble bust by Bernini and 
Algardi's bust of Olimpia Maidalchini Pamphilj. 
Particularly fortunate purchases for the prestige 


of the collection were two early masterpieces 
by Caravaggio: Rest on the Flight into Egypt and 
Penitent Magdalene. Renaissance masterpieces 
such as Titian's Salome , Raphael's Doubte 
Portrait and Parmigianino's Nativity joined the 
collection as part of the Aldobrandini legacy. 

Among Camillo and Olimpia's children, if was 
Cardinal Benedetto (1653-1739), a friend of Corelli 
and Handel, who distinguished himself as a patron 
of the arts. His sister Anna married in 1671 the 
Genoese nobleman Giovanni Andrea III Doria Landi 
(1704-1764) and their grandson, Giovanni Andrea 
IV, following the death without heirs of Prince 
Girolamo Pamphilj Aldobrandini in 1760, moved to 
Rome to receive the Pamphilj inheritance. In 1763 
his son, Andrea IV (1747-1820) officially added 
Pamphilj to his name. 

Outstanding members of the family in the 
19 :h century include Cardinal Giuseppe Maria 
Doria Landi Pamphillj, Secretary of State of Pius 
VI; Filippo Andrea V (1813-1876), deputy mayor 
of Rome and a senator of the Kingdom of Italy 
following the unification of 1S70; Domenico 
Doria Landi Pamphilj (1815-1872) founder of the 
S. Maria in Cappella hospice; Filippo Andrea VI 
(1886-1958), who, for his moral probity and for his 
unyielding opposition to fascism, was appointed 
Mayor of Rome in 1944 after the Liberation. 

Among the female members of the family one 
should mention Princess Teresa Orsini Gravina 
(1788-1829), the Servant of God, founder and 
co -founder respectively of the religious institutions 
Suore Ospedaliere and Dame Lauretane, and 
Princess Emily of the Duke of Newcastle family 
(1863-1919), founder of the Scuola Regina Elena, 
the first non religious school in Rome for the 
training of professional nurses. 
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PALAZZO DORIA PAM PHI LJ AND 
VILLA DEL PRINCIPE 

The splendid monumental complex of the Palazzo 
Doria Pamphilj in Rome is the result of architectural 
and artistic efforts covering four centuries. It 
houses a number of beautifully decorated rooms 
and a Gallery where works of art belonging to one 
of the most glorious collections of the Baroque age 
are exhibited in 18 th century taste. 

Equally important is the Villa del Principe, 
Genoa, a magnificent example of Renaissance 
architecture. Considered the only "palace" that the 
Republic of Genoa ever had, it perfectly conveys the 
sense of power and grandeur that Andrea Doria and 
his heir Giovanni Andrea I, wanted to project. 

Among the treasures housed in the Genoese 
residence of the Doria Pamphilj family are a pair of 
15 th century tapestries made in Tournai depicting 
the life of Alexander the Great, a gift of Emperor 
Charles V to Admiral Andrea Doria, the Portrait of 
Andrea Dona by Sebastiano del Piombo and the 
cycle of tapestries depicting the Battle of Lepanto 
illustrating with a great wealth of detail, the military 
exploits of Giovanni Andrea Doria I. 

THE COMMISSION OF THE JEWELS 

Filippo Andrea V Doria Pamphilj Landi, Prince of Melfi 
(28 September 1813 - 19 March 1876) met his future 
wife Lady Mary Althea Beatrix Talbot (29 May 1815 
- 18 December 1858), daughter of Lord John Talbot, 
16 lh Duke of Shrewsbury, probably for the first time 
at Queen Victoria's coronation in June 1838. Mary 
was lady-in-waiting to the Queen and Prince Filippo 
Andrea, according to Queen Victoria's diaries, was L 'a 
handsome man, and an extremely good dancer but 
rather dull"! 

They married in 1839 and Mary together with 
her sister Gwendoline who had married Prince 
Marcantonio Borghese, 8 th Prince of Sulmona in 
1835, soon became very popular in Rome where 
they were admired for their beauty and much loved 
for their religious devotion and charitable work. 

The Prince may have been L dull' but certainly 
had the means and very good taste and he lavished 
his beautiful wife with rare and precious jewels. 

The impressive pair of ruby and diamond earrings 


offered in these pages (lot 324) is realized in the 
romantic naturalism in vogue throughout Europe 
in the 1840s. They may have been creations of 
French, Swiss or Russian artists and retailed in 
Rome, or indeed the work of one of the leading 
Roman jewelers working in the internationally 
accepted vogue. 

Filippo Andrea and Mary had seven children: 
Teresa, Giovanni, Andrea, Alfonso, Guendalina and 
Olimpia. Their heir was Alfonso Doria Pamphilj, 

Prince of Melfi (25 September 1851 - 5 December 
1914). In 1882, Alfonso married Lady Emily Augusta 
Pelham Clinton (28 April 1863 - 23 December 1919). 
daughter of Lord Henry Pelham Clinton, 6 lh Duke of 
Newcastle-Under- Lyne, and Henrietta Adela Hope, 
only daughter and heir of Henry Thomas Hope, who 
left in his estate inter alia the famous Hope Diamond. 
Filippo Andrea augmented the family jewellery 
collection and among the most important additions 
was a splendid and imposing emerald and diamond 
necklace he had designed for Emily in late Victorian 
style (lot 325). 

In the photograph taken at the end of the 19 lh 
century published on page 228, Emily is reading in a 
salon which is now the current Prince's dining room 
in Palazzo Doria Pamphilj in Via del Corso, Rome. 

The room was designed by the architect Andrea 
Busiri Vici who re-modelled much of the house 
Alfonso and Emily lived in to reflect contemporary 
taste. The Victorian feel of this room is in strong 
contrast with the decor of contemporary Rome 
of the time, and reflects Alfonso's personal taste 
acquired during the years of his education in England 
and during the extended stays at Clumber Park, 
seat of his wife's family, the Dukes of Newcastle. 

The tapestry in the background is one of a pair 
manufactured In Tournai at around the end of the 
15th century depicting the life of Alexander the 
Great. These two monumental tapestries along 
with the cycle of tapestries depicting the Battle of 
Lepanto are currently exhibited in the Palazzo del 
Principe, home of Andrea Doria in Genova. 

The wooden bust in the background depicts 
Andrea Doria and is now in the Prince's library.

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Introduction to the Russian Crown Jewels 


Russia's Diamond Treasure is composed of the best 
portion of the State jewels and Regalia, formerly 
the property of the Tsars. Founded in 1719 by Peter 
the Great to distinguish the wealth of the Romanov 
Dynasty and known as the Diamond Fund, the 
Romanov T reasures ever since the 18 th century, 
had been stored in the ''Diamond Room" in the 
Palais d'Hiver in St Petersburg, Linder the official 
denomination of M Regalia and Grown Jewels", the 
treasure was entrusted to the care of the appointed 
keeper and not a single article of the Regalia or 
Crown Jewels was ever allowed to be taken out 
of the ''Diamond Room" without '’a written sealed 
order and only in the presence of a trustee (or 
trustees) especially appointed by HJ.ML". 

Throughout the centuries, the Tsars 
accumulated a vast quantity of personal jewellery. 
Although Peter the Great (1672, 1689-1725) 
practised austerity, he did acquire many jewels for 
his consort Catherine I and his daughter Elizabeth 
(probably accounting for 20% of the total). 

Catherine II the Great (1729, 1762-1796), whose 
extravagance in dress and luxury reached standards 
experienced neither before or since, added the 


largest number of jewels to the Imperial collection 
(40%). She lived at a time of very high standards 
of artistic work and she was able to obtain the 
services of highly skilled jewellers. About 25% were 
added by Alexander I and Nicholas I. The remaining 
15% were added by the ater Tsars. 

At the outbreak of the First World War, a 
decision was taken to move the treasure to 
Moscow. Agathon Faberge, the Court Jeweller, 
was ordered to send the Crown jewels to Moscow 
under special escort. This was done under the 
supervision of Mr. Bentichev, Trustee of “H.I.M. 
Wardrobe Service". The removal of the strong 
boxes was carried out in such haste that not 
even an itemised list of the jewels was prepared 
on their leaving St Petersburg. In Moscow, the 
jewels were confiscated and stored in the Kremlin 
where they remained untouched, sealed in several 
cases, until after the war. Agathon Faberge was 
then persuaded to sit on a commission to value 
the regalia and Crown jewels. The job lasted 
froms autumn 1921 to spring 1923; each item was 
photographed and the weight of each stone, 
wherever possible, was recorded. A catalogue

was finally publ ished in 1925, under the general 
supervision of Prof A.E. Fersman, titled Russia's 
Treasure of Diamonds and Precious Stone s. This 
work was published in Russian, French, English 
and German. It seems that It was the intention 
of the Soviet to sell the collection in order to 
raise much needed foreign currency to aid the 
fledging communist regime, but this decision was 
retracted and after a while the catalogue itself was 
withdrawn. The treasures of the Tsars were first 
exhibited to the public in 1925 in Moscow. 

After the catalogue was compiled, a number 
of jewels were however sold to a syndicate of 
British and American buyers whose identity is not 
known. The jewels were brought to London and 
most of them were offered at auction at a sale 
of "The Russian State Jewels' 1 held by Messrs 
Christie Manson & Wood on 16 March 1927. 

The collection of Russian jewels sold after the 


publication of the catalogue to the Anglo-American 
syndicate included some important ornaments, 
but the intention of the Russian authorities seems 
to have been to retain, as part of the national 
heritage, those ornaments which were of historical 
importance or artistic merit. Dispersed to a 
number of buyers, some of these jewels have later 
resurfaced at public auction, notably: 

The Nuptial Crown: sold by Sotheby's Parke 
Bernet in New York in 1966, 

A collection of ten flower ornaments: assembled 
into a necklace by A La Vieitle Russie in New York 
and sold by Sotheby's New York in April 1993, 

A floral brooch: sold by Sotheby's London in 
December 2004, 

A set of two floral brooches mounted as earrings: 
sold by Sotheby's London in May 2005, 

The diamond ornament: sold by Sotheby's Geneva 
in November 2005 and reoffered in this auction.

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Imperial Splendour: Catherine II and her jewellery 

by Diana Scarisbrick 


This diamond necklace with bow knot 
attachment is not only a remarkable jewel in 
itself, but its Russian royal provenance puts 
it in a class of its own. It evokes the blinding 
splendour of Catherine II, Empress of Russia: 
the magnificence of her court, her parks, her 
palaces, her art collections, and monuments. 

The most striking and colourful figure on the 
stage of European political life, for thirty four 
years she ruled a mighty empire which stretched 
from Siberia to Poland and left it stronger, larger 
and richer than when she came to the throne 
in 1762. After her death in 1796, her friend the 
Prince de Ligne, who had named her Catherine 
the Great, declared that this title - which has 
never been lost - resumed all her genius, 
courage, sense of justice, and force of character. 
Using her court as a stage, she played the 
part of an autocratic but enlightened ruler to 
perfection, imposing in her public appearances, 
kind and charming in private. The French 
ambassador, the Comte de Segur who noticed 
how "her majestic head and brow, proud look and 
dignified deportment made her seem taller than 
she was'’, was also impressed by her feminine 
grace "her aquiline nose, well-shaped mouth, Saxe 
blue eyes beneath dark lashes, gentle glance and 
seductive smile". In spite of her success, she once 
confided to the Prince de Ligne that she could 
have served Russia better if she had been born a 
man. Ever the courtier, he assured her that being 
a woman was a positive advantage. "Believe me, 
you are so much more impressive in your beautiful 
embroidered orange red velvet dolman or tunic 
than a man decked out in boots and shoulder sash 
can ever be, In addition the five huge diamonds 
blazing out from your hair are far more effective 
than a man's hat which is either ridiculously small 
or ridiculously big". He was right. Her diamond 


jewellery proclaimed her power and her rank as 
Empress and appealed to the Russian taste for 
sumptuous goods. It impressed the Rev. William 
Coxe, visiting St Petersburg in 1778: “the glory 
and the splendour of the clothing of the court and 
abundance of precious stones leave the opulence of 
other European courts far behind" and his opinion 
was shared by the acute Madame de Stael who 
observed: "this people prefers magnificence to 
domestic tranquillity". 

In 1764, recognising that grand jewellery was 
an Integral part of the Russian court tradition she 
transformed the Imperial Bedchamber in the south 
east corner of the Winter Palace into the Brilliant 
Room described by the German visitor Johann 
Georgi ; “Her room is like a priceless jewel case. The 
regalia is laid out on a table under a great crystal 
globe through which everything can be examined 
in detail... The walls of the room are lined with glass 
cabinets containing numerous pieces of jewellery 
set with diamonds and other precious stones 
as well as insignia and portraits of Her Imperial 
Majesty, snuff boxes, watches and chains drawing 
instruments, signet rings, bracelets, sword belts 
and other priceless treasures among which the 
Empress chooses presents for giving away 1 '. 

Throughout her long reign the collection was 
continually increasing by purchase and by gifts, 
including diamonds, coloured stones, pearls, 
Chinese filigree and Indian Mughal ornaments. All 
new acquisitions, which were supervised by two 
men, Glazumov and Aduarov, were either brought 
in from abroad, or ordered from the colony of 
Russian and foreign jewellers and goldsmiths 
resident in St Petersburg. The four main suppliers 
to the Empress were Leopold Pfisterer, engaged 
by Prince Dimitri Michailovitch Golitsyn, Russian 
ambassador to Vienna in 1763. who signed a 6 
year contract but remained in St Petersburg for

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thirty-four more years, Jeremie Pauzie of Geneva 
and his compatriot Louis David Duval who, in 1789 
with Jacob David Duval founded the firm Louis 
David Duval and Son. 

Those jewels, such as this ornament which 
have survived from this display, demonstrate 
that during the second half of the eighteenth 
century the art of jewellery in Europe reached a 
summit of elegant design and execution never 
equalled since. Although those made in St 
Petersburg for a Russian clientele are that much 
grander, with bigger stones and ordered in larger 
quantities than elsewhere, yet the standard 
of refinement was high enough to satisfy the 
most fashionable and exacting European taste. 
Commanding huge revenues and the mineral 
wealth of the Urals there was no limit to what 
Catherine II could afford, and in 1792 she 
decided to transfer her jewels for display in a 
new, more spacious Brilliant Room decorated 
in classical Russian style, hung with paintings 
by Antony van Dyck and with the celebrated 
Peacock clock of James Cox in the centre. But 
Catherine II did not concentrate all her interest 
in brilliant gem set jewellery to the exclusion of 
other types of craftsmanship. As she adored 
tobacco, under her patronage the goldsmiths of 
St Petersburg, Paris and Berlin perfected their 
skills of enamelling and chasing while producing 
innumerable exquisite snuff boxes for her 
pleasure. An inventory of 1789 lists the various 
items which add up to a collection of some of 


the most exquisite jewels and objets de verfu 
created during the eighteenth century. 

This jewel conjures up a picture of the Empress, 
escorted by six pet greyhounds choosing jewels 
for a state occasion in the Brilliant Room, then 
moving next door to her chambre de toilette. There 
a hairdresser might crown her piled up hair with a 
Russian style kokochnik tiara, aigrette, or jewelled 
pins, perhaps those designed as bow knots similar to 
that attached to this ornament, which are still in the 
Kremlin. Afterwards, dressed in her picturesque loose 
sleeved Muscovite style gown she would proceed 
to a reception, a gala dinner or court ball. Even in 
her final years, her stately appearance continued 
to fascinate, as the artist Elizabeth Vigee Lebrun 
describes "although not tall, with her erect head, eagle 
eye and countenance so used to command, all was 
so symbolic of majesty that she looked as if she 
were Queen of the World. She wore the ribbons of 
the three Orders over a dress of noble simplicity. 

It consisted of a red velvet dolman over a gold 
embroidered white muslin tunic with wide pleated 
sleeves, turned back in oriental fashion, Instead 
of ribbons, the most beautiful diamonds were 
scattered over the cap covering her white hair' 1 . 
Similarly a diamond ornament such as this, worn 
as part of a parure drawing all eyes towards her, 
would also have enhanced that incomparable aura 
which set the Empress Catherine apart from her 
subjects. With such a history the possession of a 
jewel of this qualify and rarity would surely be the 
glory of any modern collection. 
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History of the Jewel 


The diamond band and the bow offered here are 
described as a "necklace" and a "brooch" and 
reproduced in Fersmans Russia's Treasure of 
Diamonds and Precious Stones , respectively as 
numbers 195 on plate XCV and number 128 on 
plate LXVI. This confirms that at the time of the 
1922 inventory the diamond band and the bow 
were not joined together to form a necklace but 
were considered as two separate ornaments. The 
differences in manufacture techniques confirm this. 

Fersman dates the bow to the second half of 
the 13- h century but does not suggest a date for the 
necklace. In the picture published in the book, the 
necklace is shown as a band of twenty-five cushion- 
shaped diamonds, without the added diamond links 
at the end with which it is now offered. 

Stylistically the bow for its design and close 
setting in silver is consistent with jewellery 
production of the 1760s, while the band, both 
in design and manufacture, suggests a very 
slightly later date, possibly around 1780, It is 
more likely that the band, in its original form, 
did not have the scroll terminals which appear 
in both Fersman and Messrs Christie, Manson 
and Wood catalogues, but simply consisted of a 
line of twenty-five diamonds terminating at each 
end with a silver loop. This would have been 
consistent with traditional design of 18 lh century 
necklaces which were fastened by means of a 
fabric ribbon threated through the loop ends. 
However, the Roman numerals inscribed on 


the side of the links seem to indicate that the 
present band is now shorter than it may have 
originally been in the 18 th century. The band 
presents close similarities with details of a set 
of diamond dress ornaments kept in the Kremlin 
(Cf.: Olga Gorewa, Joyaux du Tresor de Russie , 
Paris, 1990, pg, 55). It is indeed possible that the 
jewel was also used in the 18 m century as a dress 
ornament, a simple ribbon of diamonds directly 
stitched to the fabric material of a court dress as 
it was customary at the time. 

The design of the diamond bow is very similar 
to that of a pair of ruby, spinel and diamond bows 
dated 1760s and attributed to Jeremie Pauzie, 
kept in the Kremlin (Cf,: Olga Gorewa, Joyaux 
du Tresor de Russie , Paris, 1990, pgs. 43 and 51; 
illustrated on the page 250). Although one must 
consider the possibility that the bow brooch 
might have been commissioned under the reign 
of Elisabeth Petrovna (1742-1761), whose court 
was the most brilliant of the time and surpassed 
in the display of wealth and luxury the court of 
Versailles, it is more likely that both jewels were 
commissioned by Catherine the Great whose 
extravagance in dress, jewels and luxury reached 
standards never reached before or after in 
Russia. During her reign (1762-1796), Catherine 
the Great is known for having added the largest 
number of jewels to the Imperial Collection 
(approximately 40%). She lived at a time of very 
high standards of artistic work and she was able

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to obtain services of highly skilled French and 
Swiss jewellers such as Pauzie and Duval. 

The diamond band is described and illustrated 
as lot 71 in Messrs Christie, Manson & Woods 
1927 catalogue of 'The Russian State Jewels'! 

Lord Twinnings, in A History of the Crown Jewels 
of Europe (London, I960), provides a "Summary 
of the Russian State Jewels" sold at auction in 
1927. He states the band was purchased by the 
London jewellers SJ. Philips for £2,700. The bow 


is not illustrated in the 1927 catalogue but the 
description of lot 59 fits the jewel: "a diamond 
knot-of-riband brooch, with cluster centre ! This 
lot was bought also by S J. Philips for £300. 

The two jewels were probably sold together 
to a client in the 1960s; they remained then in the 
same family until 2005 when they were offered 
at auction at Sotheby's Geneva. We are thrilled 
to be able to reoffer these extraordinary pieces 
eleven years on.

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18 th Century Fashion and dress 


18 th century ladies' fashion was enlivened by 
extreme and varied eccentricities: skirts expanded 
side ways to impossible widths and towering 
hairstyles grew to preposterous heights. There was, 
however, one constant feature: the deep decollete 
common to both formal and informal garments, 
making the necklace one of the most important 
forms of jewelled adornment. Contemporary 
portraiture shows them consistently worn in a high 
position to emphasise the length and elegance of 
the wearer's neck. The first distinct type of eighteen 
century necklace consisted of an openwork band of 
varying width set with a variety of gemstones. This 
basic form could be enhanced by the addition of 
a central decorative motif in the shape of a ribbon 
bow or an elaborate combination of a ribbon bow 
together with tassels, a pear-shaped drop or an 
elaborate girandole pendant. These necklaces 
were worn either directly on the skin or applied on 
velvet ribbons or other fabric to match the dress 
of the wearer. In most cases, these necklaces were 
fastened at the back by ribbons. 

The diamond band and the ribbon bow offered 
in this catalogue were probably combined to form 
a necklace towards the closing years of the 18 th 
century when box -like clasps became fashionable. 


It was probably around this ti me that they became 
associated with the accompanying shagreen crimson 
velvet lined case. The vogue of wearing necklaces 
decorated with prominent ribbon bow motifs at 
the centre had been popular throughout Europe 
and Indeed in Russia since the 1760s, as shown in 
numerous contemporary portraits. 

The diamond band consists of a line of twenty-five 
silver links, each set with a cushion-shaped diamond 
between courses of smaller stones. The links are not 
joined by connecting metal links but are threaded 
on silk, This practice, not uncommon for assembling 
jewelled necklace links of early date, is clearly detailed 
in several engravings published in 1663 by the French 
jeweller Gilles Legare and remained fashionable until 
the end of the 18' r ' century. It is also highly probable 
that the necklace was originally intended to be worn 
attached directly on to the garment or dress as was the 
custom during the IS* ' 1 century, possibly suspending a 
series of garlands which may explai n the purpose of the 
silver loops to the side of four links; the necklace may 
have been worn en esdavage .

When this parure was offered at Christie's London 
on 22 May 1963, the sale catalogue entry relates 
that, by tradition, jewels contained in this necklace 
may have formed part of the ransom offered by 
Empress Catherine L wife of Peter the Great of 
Russia to the Twenty-Third Ottoman Sultan Ahmed 
III (1673-1736), son of Mehmed IV f after the Pruth 
River Battles. 

Towards the end of 1710, under the influence 
of Charles XII of Sweden, the Ottoman Sultan 
declared war on Russia. The foremost event of this 
conflict was the Pruth River Campaign, which lasted 
several days in July 1711. Russian troops under 
the command of Peter the Great attempted to 
invade Moldavia in Eastern Europe. Ill prepared, the 
Russian forces soon found themselves surrounded 
by the Turkish army on the Pruth River. Without 
enough ammunition, food or water supplies, what 
was anticipated to be but a few days siege turned 
into an insurmountable battle for the Russians. 

Long negotiations between Peter the Great and the 
Grand Vizier Baltaa Me hmet- Pasha, commander 
in chief of the Turkish forces, proved unfruitful and 
the Russian's fate looked grim. 


Catherine I of Russia, second wife of Peter the 
Great, is said to have saved not only her husband 
but also the Empire, as related by Voltaire, when 
she accompanied her husband to the River Pruth. 

In the hours while Peter was resting before what 
was to be the final battle, Catherine reconvened the 
War Council to reassess the great danger of their 
planned military breakthrough. She proceeded to 
wake Peter begging him to pen one final letter to 
the Turkish Vizier in order to peacefully resolve the 
conflict. Meanwhile, in secret, Catherine gathered 
all of her jewels, both family heirlooms and gifts 
from her husband, sending them alongside this 
letter in hopes of easing negotiations. The gift of 
the jewels was duly accepted and a peace treaty 
was drawn. Amongst his losses, Peter the Great 
also was forced to return control of the Black Sea 
port of Azov, near the Don River. In return the 
Sultan Ahmed III expelled the disappointed Swedish 
Charles XII from Ottoman territory. 

The jewels from Catherine are believed to have 
then passed into the Ottoman Treasures and were, 
by tradition, used by the Sultan Abdul Hamid II (1842- 
1918) for the present necklace which he presented to 
the wife of the Khedive Teufik of Egypt, possibly on 
the occasion of the birth of their son and heir Abbas II 
Hilmi Pa$a (1874-1944). Born Her Highness Princess 
Emine-Nacibe Hanimefendi, the LJ Valida Sultana' 1 or 
J, Valide Pasha" became the most powerful woman 
of the region and political mentor to her son Abbas. 
The first consort to be styled Khediva Effendimiz, she 
was also known as "Umm al-Mu’hsinin' 1 in recognition 
of her many charitable works. While still attending 
college in Vienna, her son, His Highness Abbas II Hilmi 
Pa$a, assumed the throne with the help of his mother. 
The Khedive of Egypt and Sudan, Abbas' reign was 
marked by tensions with the United Kingdom whose 
armies had occupied Egypt since 1882. With the 
Ottoman Empire's engagement in World War I, the 
British declared Egypt an independent Sultanate 
under a protectorate on the 18 December 1914 and 
deposed of Abbas. Barred from entering British 
territory, he retired to Switzerland where he died 
on the 19 December 1944. in Geneva. His son, the 
Prince Muhammad Abdul Moneim (1899-1979), 
was husband to the consignor of the jewels to the 
Christie's sale of 1963. It has remained in the same 
family since then.

To Whom It May Concern, 

1 his is in response u> a query regarding the 8.01 carat square emerald cut described on 
GIA Colored Diamond Grading Report ft 212501 7707. When natural-color type lib blue 
diamonds were characterized in the Winter 1998 issue of Gem <£ Gemology , their 
relative rarity was noted as one of the challenges in compiling significant amounts of 
data. This continues to be the case today as new discoveries of blue diamonds arc 
extremely rare* In addition to their rarity diamonds such as the Hope diamond, weighing 
45*52 carats, at the Smithsonian Institution in Washington D.C. and the IdoFs Eye, 
weighing 70.21 carats have added to the mystique surrounding blues. 

While blue diamonds are rare, those with strong color are even more unusual. In the GIA 
Laboratory's system for color grading colored diamonds, the range of color appearances 
associated with a fancy grade term is the combined effect of tone (lightness to darkness) 
and saturation (weakness to strength), With blue diamonds such as the 8.01 carat square 
emerald cut Fancy Vivid describes appearances of medium to slightly dark tone and 
strong saturation. From past studies, no more than 1% of the blue diamonds submitted to 
GIA are Fancy Vi vid. 

The manufacture of blue diamonds can be challenging due to the fact that the color may 
occur unevenly throughout the original crystal and the crystals are often irregular shapes. 
To achieve the best tace-up color, as exhibited in this diamond, the proper orientation as 
well as facet relationships had to be obtained. 

Most blue diamonds have intriguing properties not often associated with other diamonds. 
They are known to be semi-conductors of electricity and, while most blues exhibit little 
or no fluorescent reaction to long or short-wave ultraviolet light, they do phosphoresce, 
l he fancy Vivid Blue emerald cut referenced above was noted to phosphoresce an 
unusual very weak red color which lasted approximately 5 seconds. It was also noted to 
conduct electricity. These properties, as well as infrared spectra, confirmed this to be a 

natural-color type lib diamond. Type lib blues represent less than one half of one percent 
jfall diamonds.
